Apportionment. 


That there should be no apportion­ 
ment of Senators and Representatives 
without an accurate census of the 
State is plain to every one, but the 
proposition of the Repress to throw 
overboard the fundamental principle 
that has heretofore obtained in the 
distribution of Representatives, and 
instead of apportioning them accord­ 
ing to population, m aking territory 
and business the basis, is one of the 
most absurd and mischievous schemes 
that has yet been projected. 
For more than a hundred years we 
have fought to establish the proposi­ 
tion that representation should be ac­ 
cording to population. One of the 
most powerful arguments against the 
old slave system, was that the money 
Invested In slaves was represented in 
Congress. 
The rotten-boroughs of 
England are of a like character, the 
wealth of some landed proprietor, or 
university, giving a borough a repre­ 
sentation equal to a city with a thou­ 
sand times the population. 
If not based on population, repre­ 
sentation must be apportioned on some 
th ngelse. If on property, then we think 
San Francisco would walk away with 
the rural districts, at even a greater 
rate than now. If territory, then such 
counties as San Bernardino, w ith thou­ 
sands of square miles of uninhabited 
land, would overshadow the most 
densely inhabited county in the State, 
and Mono, with 400 people, would 
outrank San Francisco with 150,000. 
But the Express would have capacity 
for settlement taken into considera­ 
tion. This, we are afraid, would wake 
up a contention that would throw' the 
battle of the Kilkenny cats into the 
shade. Where is the county in the 
State that could be brought to admit 
that its "capacity for settlement” was 
not equal to any other region, and 
therefore entitled to representation, 
and what legislative committee would 
ever be able to settle such a question ? 
If business, industry, or manufac­ 
turing interests were ta be considered, 
would not the railroads ask for the 
lion’s share of Senators and Represen­ 
tatives? Would not the San Francisco 
banks and mining companies call for 
representation, 
and , wouldn’t the 
sheep men of Los Angeles, and the 
cattle lords of Tulare, the great wheat 
growers, and vini culturists raise their 
voices and demand that their interests 
be considered. 
But the subject is too ridicnlous to 
pursue further. Empirics and schem­ 
ing politicians should alike be kicked 
to the dogs, and after a complete 
census of the State has been taken, let 
honest men go to work and give us a 
fair apportionment, taking population 
and contiguity of territory only-into 
consideration, and the people will be 
satisfied. 
By this arrangement Los Angeles 
will not get as many representatives 
as San Francisco, but it will get all it 
is entitled to, and that is as much as 
anybody wants. 


Save the Public Lands. 


There is getting to be a strong dis­ 
position on the part of the people, not 
only to stop the granting of the pub­ 
lic domain to railroads, but to demand 
the return to the market of lands al­ 
ready granted, in all cases where the 
companies show no disposition to 
comply with the conditions upon 
which the concession was made. 
A resolution was introduced4n the 
Assembly a few days since requesting 
Congress to resume the grant made to 
the Southern Pacific, reciting as a 
reason therefor that the company had 
not fulfilled the conditions on which 
the grant was made, and that it showed 
no disposition to go on and complete 
its road on the line of the reserve. 
Another resolution has just been 
presented, favoring the return to the 
market of the grant made to the A t­ 
lantic and Pacific, and the probabili­ 
ties are that both resolutions will be 
adopted. 
The raids that the land-grabbers 
have made on the public domain has 
so reduced the quantity of arable land 
now in the possession of the general 
government, that we shall hail with 
pleasure the adoption of any policy 
that will iusure the devotion of the 
remainder of it to the uses of actual 
settlers. 
Not another acre of the public lands 
should be disposed of except for home­ 
steads, and every law by which specu­ 
lators by any pretext can get a hold 
on another foot of the soil, should he 
at once repealed. Steadily and rapidly 
the magnificent domain that was to 
furnish homes for the toiling masses 
is passing into the hands of specula­ 
tors, and but a few years will elapse, 
at the rate this process has been go­ 
ing on, till the Qovernment will no 
longer be able to give this pioneers a 
farm. 
Let us cut off at once and en­ 
tirely every plan for still further rob­ 
bing the people of their homes. 


Gen. Sherman proposes to institute 
vigorous measures against the Sioux 
Indians now on the war-path. Thus 
little by little the Quaker policy of our 
kind-hearted President is being broken 


into by the men who have no faith in 
tlie efficacy of kind words, when ap­ 
plied to savages. Out in Arizona they 
are carrying on what at a distance 
looks very much like a war of ex­ 
termination, and judging from the 
number of times the Indians have 
been "struck,” and the number dis­ 
posed of each time, there will soon be 
nothing left for the "Quakers” to try 
their hands on in that locality. 


The Philadelphia Accident. 
The Philadelphia horror, grows as 
the dispatches come in. Eleven dead 
bodies have been taken from the ruins; 
eleven more are badly injured, of 
whom two at least will die, and two 
more have not yet been found. 
Why 
the authorities have 
not yet with 
all their appliances for the super­ 
vision of building operations, been 
able to prevent the erection of build­ 
ings that without any warning will 
tumbledown and engulf scores of hu­ 
man beings in their ruins, is one of 
the mysteries that is past finding 
out. It is the same everywhere, men 
will persist in putting up shells, that 
are nothing more than man-traps, and 
the world wags on, rather enjoying 
the horrors that ensue.

C u rio u s M a rria g e C ustom ». 


There is a tribe inhabiting the Nil- 
girhi hills in India called the Todas, 
who seemed to have preserved them ­ 
selves almost wholy uncontaminated 
from the rest of the world for thous­ 
ands of years. The Pall Mall Gazette 
says they appear to be an inoffensive 
hill tribe, devoid of all decency and 
morality, who have been driven from 
the lowlands by the constant wars. 
Among their other peculiarities is the 
practice of polyandry, which prevails 
among them, and apparently works to 
the satisfaction of all parties concern­ 
ed. A husband and wife are betroth­ 
ed, dowries being exchanged between 
the husband and the father of the 
bride. After marriage, without any 
rites or ceremonies, but with the ap­ 
proval of the parents, and in full cog­ 
nizance of the village community of 
relatives, the wife accompanies her 
husband to his own house. If the hus­ 
band lias brothers or very near rela­ 
tives all living together, they may 
each,if both heand she consent,partici­ 
pate in the right to bo considered her 
husband also, on making up a share 
of the dowry that has been paid. 
Younger brothers, as they grow up to 
maturity, and other brother, as they 
become widowed, may each either 
take separate wives or purchase shares 
in those already in the family. Any 
degree of complication is perfectly 
lawful, wedded life may now be met 
with—from the sample of the single 
man living with a single wife, to that 
of a family of relatives married to a 
group of wives. All their children 
are held to be brothers and sisters. In 
poor districts several men have to be 
content with one wife between them ; 
but as women become more numerous, 
a greater proportion of men are able to 
procure a wire apiece.
